An  A(ft  to  empower  the  Lord  Lieutenant  or  other 
Chief  Governor  or  Governors  of  Ireland  to  appre- 
hend and  detain  fuch  Perfons  as  he  or  they  fhall 
fufpedt  for  confpiring  againfl:  His  Majefty’s  Perfon 
and  Government,  until  Six  Weeks  after  the  Com- 
mencement of  the  next  SefTion  of  Parliament. 

[29th  July  1803.] 

WHEREAS  a treafonable  and  rebellious  Spirit  of  Infurreftion 
now  unfortunately  exifts  in  Ireland^  and  hath  broken  out  into 
Ads  of  open  Murder  and  Rebellion ; therefore  for  the  better 
Prefervation  of  Plis  Majefty’s  facred  Perfon,  and  for  fecuring  the  Peace, 
the  Laws,  and  Liberties  of  this  Kingdom,  be  it  enaded  by  the  King’s 
moft  Excellent  Majefty,  by  and  with  the  Advice  and  Confent  of  the 
Lords  Spiritual  and  Temporal,  and  Commons,  in  this  prefent  Parliament 
aflembled,  and  by  the  Authority  of  the  fame.  That  all  and  every  Perfon 
and  Perfons  who  is,  are,  or  fhall  be  within  Prifon  within  that  Part  of 
the  United  Kingdom  of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland  called  Irelands,  at  or 
upon  the  Day  upon  which  this  Ad  fhall  receive  His  Majefty’s  Royal 
Affent,  or  after,  by  Warrant  of  His  Majefty’s  moft  Honourable  Privy 
Council  of  Ireland,  figned  by  Six  of  the  faid  Privy  Council,  for  High 
Treafon,  Sufpicion  of  High  Treafon,  or  treafonable  Pradices,  or  by 
Warrant  figned  by  the  Lord  Lieutenant  or  other  Chief  Governor  or  Go-

Commencement  or  .th#  next 
Seflion  of  Parliament ; and  that  no  Judge  or  Jultice  of  the  Peace  fhall 
bail  or  try  any  fuch  Perfon  or  Perfons  fo  committed  without  Order  from 
His  faid  Majefly’s  Privy  Council,  figned  by  Six  of  ihe  faid  Privy  Coun- 
cil, until  Six  VCeeks  after  the  Commencement  of  the  next  Sefiion  of  Par- 
liament ; any  Law  or  Statute  to  the  contrary  notwithllanding. 

II.  Provided  always,  and  be  it  enacled.  That  nothing  in  this  A61; 
Iliall  be  conllrued  to  extend  to  invalidate  the  ancient  Rights  and  Privileges 
of  Parliament,  or  to  the  imprifoning  or  detaining  of  any  Member  of 
either  Houfe  of  Parliament,  during  the  fitting  of  fuch  Parliament,  until 
the  Matter  of  which  he  Hands  fufpecled  be  firll  communicated  to  the 
Houfe  of  which  he  is  a Member,  and  the.  Confent  of  the  faid  Houfe  ob- 
tained for  his  Commitment  or  detaining. 

III.  And  be  it  further  enabled,  Th;{t  in  Cafes  where  any  Perfon  or  Per- 
fons have  been,  before  the  palling  of  this  Acl,  or  lliall  be,  during  the 
Time  this  AH  lliall  continue  in  force,  arrelted,  committed,  or  detained 
in  Cuftody,  by  force  of  a Warrant  or  Warrants  of  His  Majelly’s  mod 
Honourable  Privy  Council  of  Ireland,  figned  by  Six  of  the  faid  Privy 
Council,  for  High  Treafon,  Sufpicion  of  High  Treafon,  or  treafonable 
PraHices,  or  by  Warrant  or  Warrants  figned  by  the  Lord  Lieutenant  or 
other  Chief  Governor  or  Governors  of  Ireland  for  the  Time  being,  or 
his  or  their  Chief  Secretary,’ for  fuch  Caufes  as  aforefaid,  it  lhall  and  may 
be  lawful  for  any  Perfon  or  Perfons  to  whom  fuch  Warrant  or  Warrants 
have  been  or  lliall  be  direHed  to  detain  fuch  Perfon  or  Perfons  fo  ar- 
relled  or  committed,  in  his  or  their  Cullody,  in  any  Place  whatever  within 
Ireland-,  and  that  fuch  Perfon  or  Perfons  to  whom  fuch  Warrant  or  ^^^ar- 
rants  have  been  or  lhall  be  direHed  lli-dl  be  deemed  and  taken  to  be,  to 
all  Intents  and  Purpofes,  lawfully  authorized  to  detain  in  fafe  Cullody, 
and  to  be  the  lawful  Gaolers  and  Keepers  of  fuch  Perfons  fo  arrelted, 
committed,  or  detained,  and  that  fuch  Place  and  Places  where  fuch  Per- 
fons fo  arrelted,  committed,  or  detained,  are'  or  lhall  be  detained  in  Cuf- 
tody lhall  be  deemed  and  taken,  to  all  Intents  and  Purpofes,  to  be  lawful 
Prifons  and  Gaols  for  the  Detention  and  fafe  Cultody  of  fuch  Perfon  and 
Perfons ; and  that  it  lliall  and  may  be  lawful  to  and  for  the  Lord  Lieu- 
tenant or  other  Chief  Governor  or  Governors  of  Ireland  for  the  Time 
being,  by  Warrant  figned  by  him,  or  for  the  Chief  Secretary  of  fuch 
Lord  Lieutenant  or  other  Chief  Governor  or  Governors,  by  Warrant 
figned  by  fuch  Chief  Secretary,  or  for  His  Majelty’s  Privy  Council  of 
Ireland,  by  Warrant  figned  by  Six  of  the  faid  Privy  Council,  from  Time 
to  Time,  as  Occafion  fhall  be,  to  change  the  Perfon  or  Perfons  by  whom, 
and  the  Place  in  which  fuch  Perfon  or  Perfons  fo  arrelted,  committed,  or 
detained,  lhall  be  detained  in  fate  Cullody. 

IV.  Provided  always,  and  be  it  enacted.  That  Copies  of  fuch  War- 
rants refpeHively  lhall  be  tranfmitted  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Crown,  and  lhall 
be  filed  by  him  in  thp  Publick  Office  of  the  Pleas  of  the  Crown  at  the 
City  of  Dublin,

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V.  And  whereas  in  the  diflurbed  State  of  Ireland  it  may  be  found  ne- 
cefl'ary  to  fend  divers  Perfons  who  have  been  or  may  be  committed  to 
Prifon  in  Ireland,  on  Charges  of  High  Treafon,  Sufpicion  of  Hi^  Treafon, 
or  treafonable  Practices,  to  Great  Britain  for  fafe  Cuflody  ; and  for  the 
Purpofe  of  preventing  improper  Inrercourfe  between  fuch  Perfons  and 
other  Perfons  engaged  or  fufpefted  of  being  engaged  in  the  like  Treafons  or 
treafonable  Pradices,  be  it  enabled,  That  every  Perfon  who,  after  the  paf- 
fmg  of  this  Adt,  fhall  be  fent  to  Great  Britain  for  fafe  Cuflody,  by  Order 
of  the  Lord  Lieutenant,  or  Governor  General  or  other  Chief  Governor 
or  Governors  of  Ireland,  and  of  Six  or  more  of  His  Majefty’s  Privy 
Council  of  Ireland,  fhall  and  may  be  detained  in  Cuflody  in  Great  Britain, 
in  fuch  Place  of  fafe  Cuflody  as  to  His  Majefly  flrall  feeni  ilt  ; provided 
fuch  Perfon  fhall  be  charged  with  High  Treafon,  Sufpicion  of  Treafon, 
or  treafonable  Pra£lices,  by  Warrant  under  the  Hand  and  Seal  of  Ont 
of  His  Majefly’s  Principal  Secretaries  of  State. 

VI.  And  whereas  many  Perfons  who  may  be  engaged  in  the  Rebellion 
in  Ireland,  and  in  other  treafonable  Praflices  there,  may  come  from  Ire- 
land, and  it  may  be  expedient  not  only  to  arrefl  fuch  Perfons  for  the  Pur- 
pofe of  fending  them  to  Ireland  to  be  tried  for  fuch  Offences,  but  alfo  to 
fecure  and  detain  fuch  Perfons  in  Great  Britain,  until  they  can  be  properly 
fent  to  Ireland  to  be  tried  or  difcharged  in  due  Courfe  of  Law  ; be  it 
further  enadled,  That  it  fhall  and  may  be  lawful  for  One  of  His  Ma- 
jefly’s Principal  Secretaries  of  State,  by  Warrant  under  his  Hand  and 
Seal,  to  order  any  Perfon  who  fhall  be  in  Cuflody  upon  any  Charge  of 
High  Treafon,  Sufpicion  of  High  Treafon,  or  treafonable  Pra£lices,  done 
or  committed  in  Ireland  to  be  fecured  or  detained  in  Great  Britain,  until 
fuch  Perfon  can  be  properly  fent  to  Ireland  to  be  tried  or  difcharged  in. 
due  Courfe  of  Law. 

VII.  Provided  always  neverthelefs,  That  no  Perfon  fhall  be  detained  as 
aforefaid,  under  or  by  virtue  of  this  Adi,  fo  as  to  prevent  the  Trial  or 
Difcharge  of  fuch  Perfon  in  due  Courfe  of  Law  whenever  fuch  Perfon 
fhall  by  the  Law  of  Ireland  be  entitled  to  fuch  Trial  or  Difcharge ; but  in 
all  Cafes  in  w'hich  any  Perfon  fo  detained  would  by  the  Law  of  Ireland, 
if  in  Cuflody  there,  be  entitled  to  be  tried  or  difcharged,  it  fliall  be  law- 
ful for  fuch  Perfon  to  apply  to  the  Court  of  King’s  Bench  in  England,  ot- 
to any  Judge  of  that  Court,  or  to  the  Court  of  Judiciary  in  Scotland,  or 
to  any  Judge  of  that  Court,  to  be  difcharged  ; and  if  it  fhall  appear  to 
fuch  Court  or  to  fuch  Judge  that  fuch  Perfon,  if  in  Cuflody  in  Ireland, 
would  be  entitled  to  be  tried  or  difcharged,  it  fhall  be  lawful  for  fuch 
Court  or  fuch  Judge  to  order  fuch  Perfon  to  be  difcharged,  or  to  be  fent 
to  Ireland  to  be  dedt  with  according  to  Law. 

VIII.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  this  Afl  fhall  continue  in  force 
until  Six  Weeks  after  the  Commencement  of  the  next  Seflion  of  Parlia- 
ment, and  no  longer  ; and  that  it  fliall  and  may  be  lawful  to  repeal, 
amend,  or  alter  this  Adi  during  this  Seffion  of  Parliament.

An  A6l  for  the  SupprefTion  of  Rebellion  in  Irelandy 
and  for  the  Proteiftion  of  the  Perfons  and  Property 
of  His  Majcfty’s  faithful  SubjeAs  there,  to  con- 
tinue in  force  until  Six  Weeks  after  the  Com- 
mencement of  the  next  Seflion  of  Parliament. 

[29th  July  1803.] 

WHEREAS  a treafonable  and  rebellious  Spirit  of  Infurreftion 
now  unfortunately  exifts  in  Irelandy  and  hath  broken  out  into 
A6ls  of  open  Murder  and  Rebellion,  and  Peribns  who  may  be 
puilty^  of  Afts  of  Cruelty  and  Outrage  in  Furtherance  and  immediate 
Profecution  of  fuch  Infurreflion  and  Rebellion,  and  who  may  be  taken 
by  His  Majefty’s  Forces  to  be  employed  for  the  SupprcfTion  of  the  fame, 
may  feek  to  avail  themfclves  of  the  ordinary  Courfc  of  the  Common 
Law  to  evade  the  Punifhment  of  fuch  Crimes  committed  by  them, 
whereby  it  has  become  neceflary  for  Parliament  to  interpofe;  be  it  there-  xheLord 
fore  enaded  by  the  King's  moft  Excellent  Mujefty,  by  and  with  the  Ad-  Lieutenant  of 
vice  and  Confent  of  the  Lords  Spiritual  and  Temporal,  and  Commons, 
in  rhis  prefent  Parliament  alLembled,  and  by  the  Authority  of  the  fame,  for  taking

Cuftody  to  be  brought  to  Trial  in  a fummary  Way  by  Courts  Maitial, 
to  be  affembled  under  fuch  Authority  as  the  faid  Lord  Lieutenant,  or 
other  Chief  ppvernor  cr  Governors,  fhall  from  Tipne  to  Time  dired,  and 
tp^cpnififi:  ff  Gpnpmiflioned,  Officers  of  the  Line,  Fencible,  or  Militia 
Regiments,  or  Yeomanry  Corps,  not  lefs  in  Number  than  Seven,  nor 
moie  than  Thirteen,  for  all  Offences  committed  in  Furtherance  of  the 
faid  Infurredion  and  Rebellion,  whether  fuch  Perfons  fhall  have  been 
Spken  ip  open.  Arms  againft  H'-s  Majtfty,  or  fliail  have  been  otherwife 
concerned  m the  faid  Rebellion,  or  in  a-ding,  or  any  Manner  affifting  the 
fame,  and  to  execute  the  Sentences  of  all  fuch  Courts  Martial,  whether 
of  Death  or  otherwife,  and  to  do  all  other  Ads  neceffary  for  fuch  feveral 
Purpofes  ; provided  that  no  Sentence  of  Death  fhall  be  given  againfl;  any 
Offender  by  fuch  Court  f^aytial,  unlefs  th^  Judgement  fnall  pafs  by  the 
Concurrence  of  Two  Thirds  at  leaft  of  the  Officers  prcl'enr.

nified  by  any  Writing  under  the  Hand  of  fuch  Lord  Lieutenant,  or  other 
Chief  Governor  or  Governors,  fliail  be  a fufficient  Difcharge  and  Indem- 
nity to  all  Perfons  concerned  in  any  fuch  Ads,  and  fhall,  in  all  Cafes,  be 
conclufive  Evidence  that  fuch  Ads  were  done  in  Conformity  to  fuch 
Orders. 

IIL  And  be  it  further  enaded,  That  all  Officers,  Non-commiffioned 
Officers,  and  Soldiers,  who  fliall  act  under  any  fuch  Orders  as  aforefaid,- 
fhalLbc  rdppnfible  for  all  Things  which  fhall  be  done  under  fuch  Orders 
to  I uch  Courts  Martial  only,  by  which  they  fhall  be  liable  to  be  tried  for 
any  Offcnce.againft  the  Articles  of  War  under  any  Act  then  in  force  for 
fuch  Purpofes ; and  Inch  Courts  Martial  lhall  have  full  and  txclufive

Officers,  Non-commiffioned  Officers,  and  Soldiers  refpectively,  and  all 
Proceedings  (ball  be  had  thereon  in  the  fame  Manner  as  for  Offences 
againft  the  Articles  of  War,  and  not  othervvife ; and  the  Court  of  King’s 
Bench  in  Dublin^  or  any  other  Court  of  Juftice,  Civil  or  Criminal,  in  the 
United  Kingdom,  lliall  not  take  Cognizance  of  any  Act,  Matter,  or 
Thing,  which  (hall  be  done  by  any  fuch  Officer,  Non-commiffioned 
Officer,  or  Soldier,  in  purfuance  cf  this  Act ; and  if  any  Proceeding  (hall 
be  had  in  any  fuch  C ;urt  againft  any  fuch  Officer,  Non-commiffioned  Of- 
ficer, or  Soldier,  for  any  fuch  Act,  Matter,  or  Thing,  by  Indictment, 

Action,  or  otherwife,  all  fuch  Proceedings  fhall  be  ftayed  by  fummary 
Order,  on  Application  to  the  Court  wherein  they  fhall  be  had. 

IV.  And  be  it  enabled,  That  if  any  Perfon  who  fliall  be  detained  in  if  Perfons  de- 
CufirtKly  under  the  Powers  created  by  this  A6l  fhall  fue  forth  a Writ  of 

Habeas  Corpus^  it  fhall  be  a good  and  fufficient  Return  to  fuch  Writ,  that  of  Habeas  Cor~ 
the  Party  luing  forth  the  fame  is  detained  by  virtue  of  a Warrant  under 
the  Hand  and  Seal  of  fome  Officer  or  other  Perfon  duly  auchoiized  by  Retamthat 
the  Chief  Governor  or  Chief  Governors  for  the  Time  being  to  iffiue  fuch 
Warrant  under  the  Authority  of  this  Adi : Provided  neverthelefs,  that  warrant  of  a 
the  Name  of  fuch  Officer  or  other  Perfon  fo  authorized  as  aforefaid  to  ‘ 

iffue  fuch  Warrant  fhall  have  been  previoufly  notified  by  the  Lord  Lieu-  Lord  Lieute- 
tenant,  or  other  Chief  Governor  or  Governors  of  Ireland^  or  his  or  their  n^nt,  sfc. 
Chief  Secretary,  to  the  Court  of  King’s  Bench  in  Dublin^  by  Writing, 
figned  by  the  faid  Lord  Lieutenant  or  other  Chief  Governor  or  Chief  Go- 
vernors, or  his  or  their  Chief  Secretary,  and  fignifying  to  the  faid  Court 
that  fuch  Perfon  or  Perfons  was  or  were  fo  authorized  as  aforefaid  to  ex- 
creife  the  Powers  fpecified  by  this  Aft,  and  when  fuch  Return  lhall  be 
made,  it  fhall  not  be  necefiary  to  bring  up  the  Body  of  the  Perfon  who  is 
fo  detained. 

V.  Provided  always,  and  be  it  declared  and  enafted.  That  nothing  In 

this  Aft  contained  fnall  be  conftrued  to  take  away,  abridge,  or  dlminifh  Prerogative  of 
the  acknowledged  Prerogative  of  His  Majefty,  for  the  publick  Safety,  to  HisMajefty, 
refort  to  the  Exercife  of  Martial  Law  againft  open  Enemies  or  Traitors,  Law^v^fted  io 
or  any  Powers  by  Law  vefted  in  the  faid  Lord  Lieutenant  or  Chief  Go-  the  Lord 
vernor  or  Govemots  of  Ireland,  with  or  without  the  Advice  “of  His 
Majefty’s  Privy  Council,  or  of  any  other  Perfon  or  Perfons  whomfoever, 
to  I'upprcfs  Treafon  and  Rebellion,  and  to  do  any  Act  warranted  by  Law 
for  that  Purpofe,  in  tlie  fame  Manner  as  if  this  Act  had  never  been  made, 
or  in  any  Manner  to  call  in  Quellion  any  Acts  heretofore  done  for  the  like 
Purpofes. 

\I.  And  be  it  enacted.  That  this  Act  ffiall  continue  and  be  in  force 
until  Six  Weeks  after  the  Commencement  of  the  next  Seffion  of  Parlia-  may  be  re-'^ 
ment,  and  ro  longer;  and  that  it  fliall  and  may  be  lawful  to  repeal,  pealed  oral-
